Neem &, for "Services while in relocation or travel status,” also 
lists manemonth anf man-day rates which include all of the components 
just nemed for item 1, except that the allowance for subsistence and 
lodging is $16.00 per day instead of $10.00.

The charge for purchasing traveler's checks fox traveling within 
the continentel limits of the United States ie not an allowible cost in 
accordance with etandardicel Govermment Travel Regulations. There was 
a $6.00 claim for thie on invoice maber 40536 which should be omitted 
when the invoice ia revised. 


Another contractual requirement which is not complied with is 
that of Part If, Consideration and Paywent, paragraph 4 of the Schedule. 
This specifies that, on each invoice, you should indicate the period in- 
volved, total funds allotted for said period, less totel of all previous 
billings thereby showing the balence avatlable for expenditure in the 
period. Under this amount, set forth the amount of your current clein. 
tn edfition, when you submit the final bill for a period, you should 
Label this as the final invoice, end again show the wexpended balance 
of funds. (thie is eo thet the Contracting Officer may either amend the 
sontrect to transfer such funds to the subsequent period or remove then 
from the contract.) 


Incidentally, the firet period of Contract HY-AP-19%0 ended 30 June 
1959 with en allotment of funds in the anowmt of $15,000., and your in- 
yoless matbered 40535 through 40539 billed for charges from £2 February 
through 30 June 1959. 


If this includes the final claim, please advise us accordingly vhen 
you return invoices mumbered 40535 end 40536 to us for payment.
